A finger pressure device for acupuncture includes a first 
adhesive tape with an adhesive surface on one side; a T-pellet 
attached on the adhesive surface of the adhesive tape; a second 



tape having a first side positioned over the adhesive tape and 
the T-pellet and having a small hole in a center thereof through 
which an end portion of the T-pellet is inserted, and further 
having an adhesive surface on a second, opposite side; and a gold 
plate positioned on the second side of the second tape and having 
a small hole in a center thereof through which the end portion of 
the T-pellet is inserted, 

IN THE SPECIFICATION : 

Page 4, replace the paragraph at lines 7-14 with the 
following paragraph: 

A finger pressure device 1 for acupuncture 
according to the present invention includes an 
adhesive tape 10 with an adhesive surface 11 on 
one side; a T-pellet 2 0 attached on the adhesive 
surface of said adhesive tape 10; a one-sided tape 
30 with a small hole 31 in the center and having 
an adhesive surface 32 of the same size with said 
adhesive tape 10; and a gold plate 40 with a small 
hole in the center through which an end portion of 
said T-pellet 20 is inserted. 



IN THE CLAIMS : 

Amend claim 1, and add new claims 2-4, as follows: 

1. (Amended) A finger pressure device for acupuncture 
comprising: 

a first adhesive tape with an adhesive surface on one 

side; 

a T-pellet attached on the adhesive surface of said 
first adhesive tape; 

a second tape having a first side positioned over said 
first adhesive tape and said T-pellet and having a small hole in 
a center thereof through which an end portion of said T-pellet is 
inserted, and further having an adhesive surface on one side; and 

a gold plate positioned on said second tape and having 
a small hole in a center thereof through which said end portion 
of said T-pellet is inserted, 

2. (New) A finger pressure device according to claim 
1, wherein said adhesive surface of said second tape is 
positioned on a side thereof which is opposite said first side of 
said second tape. 

3 . (New) A finger pressure device according to claim 

1, wherein said gold plate is positioned on said adhesive surface 
of said second tape. 

4. (New) A finger pressure device according to claim 

1, wherein said first adhesive tape, second tape and gold plate 
each have circular shapes which are coaxially aligned.

adhesive tape; 

a second [an one-sided] tape having a first side 
positioned over said adhesive tape and said T-pellet and 
having [with] a small hole in [the] a center thereof through 
which an end portion of said T-pellet is inserted , and further 
having an adhesive surface [of the same size with said adhesive 
tape] on one side ; and 

a gold plate positioned on said second tape and having 
[with] a small hole in [the] a center thereof through which [an] 
said end portion of said T-pellet is inserted. 

2. (New) A finger pressure device according to claim 
1, wherein said adhesive surface of said second tape is 
positioned on a side thereof which is opposite said first side of 
said second tape. 

3 . (New) A finger pressure device according to claim 

1, wherein said gold plate is positioned on said adhesive surface 
of said second tape- 
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4. (New) A finger pressure device according to claim 
1, wherein said first adhesive tape, second tape and gold plate 
each have circular shapes which are coaxially aligned .
